It 
makes them slobber The flower is ex- 
cellent during most.of the season and 
cattle are very fond of it, White clover 
furnishes a large amount of highly nutri- 
tive material. It has ak oe and 
more fat than red clover, together 
with its property of thriving under close 
and continuous grazing, renders it, as 
has already been stated, an excellent 
pasture plant.
